It was learned 400 German 
patents Have been “assigned” to 
a mysterious American, whose 
name the Federal authorities re- 
fused to divulge. 

In connection with the sub- 
poenas, the Justice Department 
said: . 

“It appears that the German 
interests have entered into 
patent licensing agreements 
with American affiliates, under 
which those American firms 
would withhold their own prod- 
ucts from the South American 
markets. This, it iS complained, 
was done for the purpose of 
preserving control over South 
American markets for certain 
chemical products. 

“Many of the products to 
which these alleged documents 
(company records) relate are 
of great importance from the 
standpoint of national defense.” 
The Swiss Bank Corp. likewise 
denied any connection with law 
violation or that it holds credits 
I for German interests.
